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The Examiner regrets the delay in setting up the interference requested. 
However, upon careful review of claim 35, it was determined that there is language 
present therein that renders the claim scope indefinite. The Examiner has suggested 
herein changes to put claim 35 in allowable form such that the interference can be set 
up once corrected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

On lines 1-2 of claim 35,the language "about normal body temperatures" is 
considered to be indefinite because the "body" referenced is not defined. For example, 
it could be a human body, a black body, or the body of a cold-blooded animal; i.e. a 
variable temperature. For this reason, the claim language is considered to be indefinite. 
The Examiner suggests inserting "human" before "body" in order to overcome this 
rejection and pointing out where there is support for any such change to the claim 
language. It is noted that plural "temperatures" is set forth, but that this is common 
phraseology in the medical arts. However, it does not give clear antecedent basis to 
"body temperature" used later in the claim which is singular. 

On lines 4 and 5 of claim 35, the use of "body temperature" is considered to be 
indefinite because there is no type of body referenced; see the preceding paragraph. 
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The Examiner suggests inserting "human" before each of these occurrences and 
pointing out where there is support in the original disclosure for any such change to the 
claim language. 

On lines 10 and 11-12, "the predetermined fabricated diameter lacks antecedent 
basis. The Examiner suggests setting forth a stent diameter earlier in the claim and 
changing "the" to —a— in order to overcome this objection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 22-34 are allowed over the prior art of record save the outcome of the 
interference with US 5,827,321 to Roubin et al. 

Claim 35 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion
